IRELAND’S 
CREAMERIES 


INTRODUCTION 
ATTENDED 
BY 
SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES. 
The Introduction of "creameries" Into 
the south of Ireland is said to have been 
.attended by very serious consequences 
The farm ers who contribute new milk 
to district creameries get back the sep­ 
arated milk. 
This Is given to calles 
and pigs and among the poorer farm ers 
is consumed by members of the house­ 
hold. 
The food value of this waste pro­ 
duct is almost nil and it compares very 
unfavorably with "butterm ilk" former.y 
given to calves and pigs. 
Since the 
change of sj stein a very fatal disease 
ii.is broken out among calves ft d oil s> fi­ 
at ated milk.

T h ere­ 
fore A rchbishop W illiam s availed h im ­ 
self of the suggestion contained in the 
papal decree and solem n high m asses 
will be celebrated in this archdiocese 
a g ain on the com ing New Y ear's eve. 
T here w as one lesson learned a year 
ago by th e rectors of C atholic churches 
which many' of them will endeavor to 
a rra n g e fur on th e com ing occasion.

With these 
conditions, how can there be the home 
lite that existed when business was rn ar 
the home, perhaps in a shot) by tin* sub 
of the house, and the father, mother and 
children were together for three meals 
a day, and for a little time in the even­ 
ing?

lives, and Noting women A v e no special 
disposition to do nnythlrfc but bet erne 
obi maids; and homes two not estab­ 
lished. simply because It costs too much.
